\ We have already in two'for- 
mer Letters at large, and clear- | 
ly ſhewed unto- your Majeſty 
from the unanimous Teſtimony 
even of almoſt all French Writers' them- 
ſelves, and the very Records of the Kings 
Exchequer, how injurious unto the Liberties 
of the Church, how contrary unto all right 
both Humane and Divine, and how diffe- 
rent from the conſtant manner and example 
of all your Royal Anceſtors was that Edi& 
ſeven Years ſince by you ſer forth, wherein 
you command that, that cuſtome of ye- 
cetving the Revenues of Vacant Churches ' 
( which they call the Rega/iz) ſhould be ex: 
cended unto ſuch other Churches as were | 
never heretofore liable to any ſuch Burden | 
or Impoſition. In which Letters as we are ' 
bound by our Paſtoral Office, and for the | 
Fatherly Care we have of your eternal Sal- 
vation, we earneſtly requeſt of you thar you 
would command that ſaid Edi& and other | 
after Decrees againſt the Rights and Liber- 
ties of thoſe Churches to be abrogated and 
aboliſhed. And truly, ſuch is the merit of ' 
the Cauſe it ſelf, ſuch our opinion of the 
Royal juſtneſs and greatneſs of your Mind, 
that we certainly hoped your Majeſty by 
ſpeedily putting all things 2oain into their | 
ancient Channel, would have e2s'd our. 
Heart of any farthar trouble abour rhis fo | 
great Aﬀair, that is otherwiſ- >nfied about 
ſo many other matters in the Core and Go- | 
vernment of the Church ®»t afrer that

yet ſee no anſwer to thoſe Letters, norany 
o00d effect of them, Nay farther, we are 
eiven to underſtand for certain, both by the 
Letters and [)iſcourſe of many, that Colla- 
tions and Canonical Inſtitutions are ſtopped, 
that rhe -Authority of Biſhops is crampled 
upon, the order and diſcipline of che Church 
diſturbed and overthrown, and new Pra- 
Qices' contrary to thoſe of the Ancient 
Church and the Divine Inſtitution, are in- 
troduc'd by the Secular Power, and that not 
timouroufly and by ſtealth, bur openly by 
the Kings Authority, We do not here re- 
peat, leaſt we ſhould looſe our labour, how 
many Scandals and Complaints, how many 
Inconveniencies will from hence ariſe to the 
Gallican Clergy, what danger and peril ſuch 
an Example may import ro the Univerſal 
Church, what a blot it will be to your Name 
and Honour, what a ſting to your Conſci- 
ence. Theſe things we have ſufficiently 
manifeſted in our former Letters: They are 
indeed ſufficiently evident of themſelves, 
Notwithwanding our fincere and Fatherly- 
affection towards you and that noble King- 
dom, will not permit us yet to be filent 
when God's Honour is ſo much injured, and 
you your (elf are in ſo great danger, But a 
moſt inward paſſion of Heart doth conſtrain 
us yet again to ask and beſeech your Maje- 
ſty by the bowels of Jeſws Chriſt, that being 
mindful of the ſame Chriſt's words unto 
ſuch as had charge of the Church, He thee 
heareth you, heareth me, you would rather 
hearken unto us who are to you as a Parent, 
and that a moſt loving one too, when we give 
you true and wholeſome Advice, than to 
the Children of diffidence who only mind 
earthly things, who by Counſels in appea- 
rance advantagious, but indeed pernitious, 
do remove the glorious foundations of the 


Kingdom it ſelf, laid and conſiſting in a reverence of holy things, and the mainte- 
nance and defence of the Church,its Rights and Authority: Who truly, if they would 
be ſach as their dignity and place, and your ſingular bounty towards them requi-

' ing heretofore in like place (as Hiſtory tells us, and it is lately inſerted into the Eccle- 
 fiaſtical Records of France)have ſomtimes in the like caſe with great freedom of ſpeech

of all. There have not been wanting 
upon this occaſion in Fraxce ſome, nor 
ſhould more of our Brethren the: Biſhops, 
men of courage and zealous:for the di- 
vine Law of tccleſiaftick Liberty, now 
fail to plead this weighty caule (the com- 
mon cauſe. not only of -the whole King- 
dom of France, but of the 'whole Church 
too) with a like conſtancy and reſolution 
before your Maj-ſty. But.they-hold. their 
tongue, being —_— as: they think 
by fuch a fear as 1s{juſt-and pardonable, 
but is, as we judge, vain, and not only 
injurions to their Epiſcopal Fanion, but 
allo to your Magnanimity and Juſtice, 
waiting and expecting till our Hamlity 


obrain that from your Filial reſpet unto 


this See which they dare not demand of 
your Royal Juſtice as a due unto their 
Churches. + Wherefore from theſe our 
Letters:take notice of theſe our juſt grie- 
yanceSaand petitions, nay more of the 
will of\God who ſpeaks unto you by our 
mouth, and ſeriouſly warns you to rake 
care-that the foreſaid Decree, and whatr- 
ever upon occaſion of it hatch been done 
and \tranſaſted to the prejudice of the 
Liberty and Rights of the Church, be 
throughly correted and amended, other. 
wiſe we very much fear that you muſt ar 
length ſaffer what we have declared unto. 

ou in our other Letters and now again 
the third time, (unwillingly truly, as to 
the ſenſe of our love toward you, bur 
from the inward dictate of God ) do 
openly denounce, the vengeance of his 
heavenly wrath. As for our ſelves we 
ſhall no more preſs this Aﬀair by Letters, 
nor ſhall we be ſlack in applying thoſe 
remedies which appertain unto the power 


that is given us from above, and which 
cannot omit without becoming guilty of

For unto this we are called, nor-do we et a greater value upon 
our life;than we do upon our ſelves,as well knowing that we muſt endure tribulations 
for righteouſneſs ſake, not only with a couragious bur a joyful mind.

its For in likelihood theſe things are more commen with you than us. The 
Pope and the King of France are at odds about the Kings Regalis, as they call 

it; which, they tell me, means Nomination to Biſhopricks, and other Benefices, 
and I think receiving the Revenues in the Vacancy. The King enjoys this Right un- 
conteſtedly in a great part of his Kingdom; but ſome Years fince made a Declara- 
tion toextend it to all the Kingdom ; and proceeded in conſequence of that Decla- 
ration without oppoſition, till he happened to have todo with the old ſtubborn Jan- 
ſeniſts, Aer and Pamiers, his Nominees coming to take Poſſefiion of their Benefices by 
proviſion from him in theirDioceſles, were oppoſed by them, and upon conteſt Excom- 
municated. This Excommunication was taken off by their Superiour Arch- Biſhop, 
and ſo the Buſineſs carried to the Pope. Alert is dead during the Conteſt, ro whom 
nothing was donez The King upon conſultation what to do with him, being perſua- 
ded by the Chancellor Te/lier, to let him alone, and die out of the way, ſince being 
eſteemed 4a Saint, it wonld ſhew ſcurvily to perſecute him: Agd beſides, it was not 
eaſie to find a Courſe to take with him. © Pamiers lives ſtill and holds our, and the 
Pope takes his part. His Temporals were ſeized, and he lived a while upon Alms 
himſelf, only deſiring of the King the Poor, to whom he diſtributed conſtantly a 
good part of his Revenues, might nor ſuffer for his ſake 3 in which requeſt the King 
oratified him immediately, and has fince;they ſay, reſtor'd him the reſt. But the 
Pope inſiſts to have the Declaration; and-al-doge in conſequence of it recalled. 
Two Briefs having had no Anſwer, he has lately ſent the third ; and, as he ſays, 
the laſt, Itis a Letter becoming a Pope, grave and tender, but very poſitive, and 
which at laſt threatens in plain terms to write no mores bur, in caſe ſatisfaction 
be not given, to make uſe of his Power.
